THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


The United States Senate by u vote 


of 31 to 20 has passed a bill pledgiugthe 
faith of the United States to construct 
the Nicaragua Caunl. The bill author- 
izes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
issue $70,009,000 o£ Nicaragua Uunal 
bonds, each bond to boar the inscrip- 
tion that the United States of America 
guarantees to the lawful holder of the 
bond, payment by the Maritime CY.ual 
Company of Nicaragua of tho {.rlin ipul 
of the bond and the interest uccniiui; 
thereon, and us it iircnies. \u ad- 
ditional thirty millions of bonds nro to 
b« issued by the Maritime Canal Com 
pany without the guarantee of the 
United State*. 
The whoU issue of 


$100,000.000 is to be used in construct 
ing the canal—except what the com 
paiiy appropriates. 


A board of fifteen directors is to have 


immediate charge of the work and the 
Secretary ot the Treasury in to have 
general supervision of tlio business auc 
in to designate tea members of the 
board, not more than two of whom 
•ball be from any one State. The 
United Statoa w 10 re jt ive $70,000,000 
of the canal company'* jtock in return 
for guaranteeing thu pu} uii ut of th< 
bonds and it is to hold a mortgage Hei 
on all liie propert/ ol i.ieo»ni'com 
pany.

There is no assurance that tue seventy 
millions will be sufficient to complete 
the canal or that a dollar of the thirty 
millions which the company is author- 
ized to issue will be expended for work 
on the canal. 


How can a bilver man or a Populist 


Both 
are pledged against tho issuance of 
bonus by tho Government in time of 
peace, and tho United States w not eu- 
gdged in any \viir at the present time. 
If the United States had to issue bonds 
to build the cuiiul and to guarantee th9 
completion of the work, why not ov :i 
thecai.al? Why should the Govern- 
ment "•• i'T into partnership with u 
private cjrporation, when it Las to 
furnish the money to do ull tLe work, 
and give that corporation $30,000,000 of 
the stock ? 


The inference is, judging by the past, 


that when tho Nicaragua Cuttul bonds 
become due another lieilly Funding 
bill will be introduced to extend the 
time or the Government will lose its 
$70,000,000. If the Government is to 
pay for building the canal it ought to 
own it.

The Legislature now in session 


should pass an act to prohibit " black- 
listing" by corporations and others. 
It is i-eportei on reliable authority 
that many citizens of Reno and other 
parta of Nevada are blacklisted lor ex- 
pressing their opinions during the 
striku last Summer. 
A system of 


espoinage is said -to have been estab- 
lished and a paid epy sent among bus- 
inbss men and citizens to got their 
opinions and report them at head- 
quarters. Letters written by ex-em- 
ployes to headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco were sent here to the spy to bs 
used m the campaign last Fall against 
the writers. Men who participated in 
the strike v.tru informed that if they 
wanted to work on a railroad they 
would have to go east of tho Missouri 
to get employment. Those who for 
any cause sympathized with thu strik- 
ers are said to be on the blacklist uud 
debarred from eaiuing an honest liv- 
ing on any railroad west ot tho Mis- 
souri. 


Treatment of this character is not 


calculated to maka men better citizens. 
If employes are ostracized and out- 
lawed by powerful corporations, for 
which they have worked for years, ue- 
cau^e they differ with the management, 
they are deprived of the means of ob- 
vaiuiag a livelihood as many of them 
do not understand any other business. 
Tbu can be prevented by legislation, 
and it is a duty the law makers owe 
the people to pass an net making it a 
misdemeanor to blacklist a citizen or 
employe. Men who are now members 
of the Legislature are credited with 
saying that they saw a blickliet and 
that it contains the names of many 
reputable citizens ot Reno.

PRISON STATISTICS. 


Itenu Gleaned from the Warden'* Re- 


port. 


The JOURNAL is indebted to Warden 


Ball of the State Prison for a copy of 
his report tor the ycirs 1893 and 1891. 
It shows that the number of convicts 
in tne prison January 1, 1893 was 104; 
received during tbe year, 44; escaped 
during the year, 1; discharged, 52; par- 
doned, 8; died, 2; total in prison Dec- 
ember 31, 1893, 86 In 1894 there were 
35 convicts received; discharged, 36; 
pardoned, 4;tiansferrod to Insane Asy- 
lum, 
1, delivered to U. S. Marshal, 1; 


died, 1; escaped, 1; total in prison De- 
cember 31, 1894, 77. 


The crimes for which tbe convicts 


were sentenced are; Assault with in- 
tent to kill, 2; assault with intent to 
commit highway lobbery, 1; assault 
with intent to commit rape, 1; burglary, 
22, embezzlement 3; felony, 3; forgery, 
1; gmnd larceny, 6; housebreaking, 4;

The greatest height ever attained by 


balloouists who have returned alive to 
relate the story of their experience 
was 37,000 feet—upward of seven miles 
th.s by Qlasbierand Coxwell. 
They 


left Wolverhampton, England, at 2-3C 
p. M , September 5,1892, and during tbe 
afternoon reached tbe enormous alti- 
tude recorded above. 
Balloons have 


been sent to a greater height than that 
attained by the Olasbier-Coxneli air- 
ship but they were not accompanied by 
aeronauts. In tbe experiments made 
by Hermite and Bescauson at Parii 
they sent balloons to a height of ten 
miles. Each balloon was fitted with 
self-recording 
instruments.

showed that tbe tempeiature at seven 
and one-half miles was 60 degrees be- 
low Fahrenheit's zero, and that the 
barometer marked only fonr inches.

WHAT THE CHINESE EAT. 


Tbelr Bre*d*taflli Seem 8«d, Solemn, SoU

A member of the English parliament, 


Florence O'Drisooll, ha*, a llrely paper 
in The Century describing life and street 
BCenee in Canton. Mr. O'Drisooll sayt,: 


The food purveyors made a most 


striking display; the fruiterers exposed 
on flat trays bananas, pineapples, mel- 
ons, figs, peara (the latter beautiful to 
the sight, but hard and tasteless), to- 
gether with many Chinese fruits, whose 
shapes and tastes were familiar to me, 
but v?boso names I knew not. Some of 
these fruits were most artistically peel- 
ed, pineapple peeling being quite an art. ' 
A great variety of vegetables was offer- 
ed for sale. Among them were the white 
ghoots of the bamboo, which seemed to 
be a favorite article of diet. But to what 
use indeed may not this wonderful grass 
bo put? From it Chinamen make almost 
everything conceivable— hats, cloaks, 
sheets, carpets, roofs, buildings, baskets, 
chairs, carrying poles, fishing tools; the 
list might be prolonged ad infinitum. 
And then they eat it as well. 


Preserving ginger in many forms was 


a noticeable trade. The roots were 
washed and left in water, as an English 
cook treats potatoes before boiling them. 
A number of men and women holding 
a two prongod fork in each hand sat 
around a table with the tubs of peeled 
ginger beside them. They picked ginger 
roots out of tho water, and laying them 
on the table pierced them all over very 
rapidly with both forks until quite soft. 
The pierced roots weie then put into 
another tub, whore they weie boiled in 
f,irup. The ginger went through various 
oilier minor processes until eventually 
it was packed in tho earthenware jars 
in which it is sold in European shops. 
The whole process was certainly u clean 
one, and tho smell of the aromatic root 
in preparation was both grateful and
